That both the President and Mrs 


Washington suffered from homesick­ 
ness while in executive residence in 
New York and Philadelphia, is record­ 
ed in history. Mrs. Washington wrote 
to Mrs. Fanny Washington whomm she 
left in (barge at Mount Vernon: “ I 
never go to any public place. Indeed 
I think I am mors like a 'tate pris­ 
oner than anything else; there Is cer­ 
tain bounds set for me, which I must 
not depart from, and as I cannot do 
as I like, I am obstinate ami stay at 
home a great deal.” 


The President, in writing to a friend 
in Virginia regarding the dignity g: 
his position, said, “God knows it Wa­ 


ne charms for me, I had rather be at 
Mount Vernon with a friend or two 
about me. than to be attended at the 
seat 
of government 
by officers 
of 
-tate and 
representatives 
of every 
power in Europe.” 


Yet, as we are informed by tin- F u l­ 
led States George Washington lliee.i 
tennial Commission, there was no lack 
of gayety in either city with a con 
tinnal round of Iva lls. dinner-p irties, 
theatres, concerts, a n i other diver­ 
sions, and if the Chief Executive and 
his wife could not join in the most 
exciting pastimes of the capital, they 
could at least follow their inclinatI* a - 
in m any respects. 


In I olonial times there was a p 
cion for gambling in certain quarters, 
and bets were placed on all games.
